Need for More Men 
Teachers Cited 


CHICAGO — OP — The key 
ta 
solving the teacher shortage lies 
in attracting more men into the 
profession, in the opinion of a Na­ 
tional Education Association offi­ 
cial. 
T. M. Stinnett, executive secre­ 
tary of the NEA’s commission on 
teacher education and professional 
standards, 
said ways 
must 
be 
found to make teaching more at­ 
tractive economically and to raise 
the profession’s prestige in 
the 
eyes of men. 
“The holding power of a profes­ 
sion made up three-to-one of wom­ 
en will always be Weak,” Stinnett 
told a meeting of school adminis­ 
trators 
here, 
“because 
women 
leave it to have families.” 
He said “we lose eight to IO per 
cent of our 
teaching force each 
year,” compared to a three per 
cent loss in the medical profes­ 
sion. 
Stinnett 
said men leave teach­ 
ing, or decide against entering it 
chiefly for economic reasons. But 
he said they also question its pres­ 
tige.

Industry Increases 
License Revenue for State

SPRINGFIELD OIE) — The auto 
industry’s “horsepower race” is 
paying off in increased revenue 
for the state of Illinois. 
Auto license fees are assessed 
on the basis of horsepower, figured 
on a British horsepower rating for­ 
mula. 
The Illinois fees are $6.50 for 
cars under 25 horsepower, $10.50 
for 25-35 horsepower, $17 for 35-50 
horsepower, and $22 for 50 or more 
horsepower. 
Revenue from passenger car reg­ 
istrations has increased from $19,- 
935,110 in 1949 to $32,333,192 in 
1955, a span of years which em­ 
braces the trend toward higher- 
powered automobiles. 
An increase in total registration, 
from 2,070,583 in 1949 to 2,858,869 
in 1955, accounts for part of the 
increase. 
William 
B. 
Westbrook, 
chief 
clerk in the automobile depart­ 
ment in the secretary of state’s 
office, said the increase in the 
number of autos registered at the 
$17 and $22 fees shows how the 
horsepower race is adding to Illi­ 
nois revenues. 
In 1949, there were only 77,410 
cars registered for a full year at 
the $17 fee, plus 7,040 for which 
a half-year fee was paid after July 
11. 
This soared to 541,877 for the 
whole year and 39,801 for a half 
iyear in 1955.

There was a total of 2,009,502 
cars registered at $10.50 in 1955, 
compared with 1,613,177 in 1949. 
All auto license fees go into the 
state road fund, used to police, 
administer, 
maintain 
and 
build 
I state highways. 
An effort was made in the 1955 
Legislature to abandon the horse­ 
power basis for assessing registra­ 
tion fees and substitute flat fees 
of $10 for lightweight cars and $15 
for heavier ones. 
About 60 legislators who support* 
j ed that unsuccessful move have 
formed a not-for-profit corporation 
to campaign for the bill and push 
it again in the 1957 legislative ses­ 
sion.
